According to this doouaant he taa born of Italian parents in 
Duesoaldorf. 
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Aside from hie self-alleged employment with QIC, it is certain 
that up to a few months ego Subject worked for a Jen attached 
to 3BD, by whom it seeds he was very wall paid (the sum of 
$1000 monthly has been mentioned). Following a quarrel 
two broke off this contact, 

Subject’s OIC case officer appears to be an American 3SU who 
uses a Florence address but whose headquarters are actually 
at Idas in Austria* In Italy he goes under the nose of 
3IAMCHI. He is the godfather of Subjects child and it ib 
reported that he is intimate with Subject’s distress* This 
alleged fact would be explanatory of HtASCHI’s habit of 
per sonal ly bringing Subject’s pay to him. If for any reason 
BIANCHI must postpone his trip to Italy, it is usually Subject**^ 
"wife® who goes to Lina to obtain his salary* She made 
a trip only recently. Subject himself freq uently goes><3 
Bolzano where be has contact with one GROSSER, fnur^Subject’s 
pay is in dollars and he is well supplied with American EC Items* 
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It also appears that Subject work© far the Italian Ministry of 
Interior* 



Particularly Interesting is the fact that Subject is suspected 
by his close acquaintances of working for the Cominfom.
